The School Bill. 
A bill has passed the House 

providing for the establishment 
of two State Normal Bcbools in 
Kentucky, the location of which 
is to be left to open coinj)etitioii 
among the towns and cities of the 
state desiring the location of 
same. A Commission of seven, 
■ • itiiT -jc r \ :i inl). r from 
each Ai)i)ellrtte Court district, is 
created, whose duty it is to hear 
all bids, and propositions, and 
to locate the schools in tlu'iilaces 
offering the moat advantageous 
conditiona, evetytUng conaider- 
ed. 

Ten pupils from each county 

may receive free tuition in these 
schools, provided they pass the 
required examination and sign an 
agreement to teacli not less than 
three years in the schools of Ken- 
tucky. Reasonable taition will 
be paid by other students. 

The bill appropriates |uO,OOU 
for the two tchoolt, to be expen- 
ded as follows : 96,000.00 each 
for equipment; and 920,000.00 
each uuuuali^ for iunniiige.\i<ii. 
tes. 

The intelli^Jient cirixens of the 
State who know the value of a 
trained teacher, will now look 
forward to a brighter day for 
their children and their neigh- 
bors' children. It it indeed a 
hopeful sign. Thit forward ttep 
will provo to Ve the mo*t far- 
reaching in itt efFeets upon the 
future prosi)erity of Kentucky of 
any educational measure ever 
passed ; and, should the bill pass 
the Senate, as it doubtless will, 
it will mark a distinct epoch in 
the educational history of this 
commonwealth, as well as im- 
mortalise the patriotism, wisdom 
and foresight of the Legislators 
Whoitood for its I' ls^cage. 

TIm Dot Law. 

The dog law, wliii h has pissed 
both branches of the L^gisiatui^e 
and which will b^me a law by 
June, is quite comprehensive. 
The following are tome of its 
provisions : 

Every dog over four nootkt 
old shall be taxed. 

Every person who keeps or har- 
bort a dog on hia Jdaoe, or allows 
it to be done, diall b^ oootidered 
the uwuer. 

The Ataeiter shall note the 
name, kind, color, size, age and 
sex in the Assessor's book. 

The tax on dogs shall be kept 
as H separate fund and beusedto 
pay for sheep killed by dogs. 

Elaborate provisions are made 
for proving the loss of sheep and 
claims for damage shall be acted 
on by the Fiscal Court. 

The owner of the dog shall be 
liable for damages done by his doir 
but if the persons bitten are upon 
the premitet of theowner atnight, 
no damage aball be allowed. 



All dogs listed for taxation 
shall be regarded as property and 
the owner may recover fbr all 
damages done to his dog. 

Every person who owns or har- 
bort a dog and faUa to list it with 
the Assessor, shall be fined ten 
dollars for each dog, and if he 
fails or refuses to pay the tax he 
shall be fined twenty-flve dollars 
for each offense. 

The Sheriff and hit Deputies and 
the (,^>nstal)le shall kill or cause 
to be killed, all dogs on which the 
tax ia not pftii, ilid shall be al- 
lowed fifty centa for eaeh dog k i 1 1 - 
ed. 

Any person who shall pot out 
poison upon his own premitet or 
elsewhere wh<>re the same may 
poison any dog shall be fined from 
92 to 925 or put in jail for six 
months or both, at the discretion 
of the jury, and shall be liable for 
damages to the owner of the dog. 

Th(>tax is onedollar on eachdog. 

The law contains many other 
proviaiona, bat theae are the most 
prominent.
